14 Sec. 3. NEW SECTION. 714.7C RETAIL MOTOR FUEL.
15 Upon conviction of a person under section 714.2, subsection
16 5, for theft of motor fuel from a retail dealer as defined in
17 section 214A.1, the court may order the state department of
18 transportation to suspend the driver"s license or nonresident
19 operatin% privilege of the convicted person for up to thirty
20 days in lieu of, or in addition to, a fine or imprisonment.
